It was said to or- 
ganize an expedition to cross into Mex- 
ico and hunt down the. slayers of their 
former friends and companions.

meeting ended, however, without any 
action being taken. 
150 Arrests Made 


One hundred and fifty arrests were 


made during the night. 
Beyond a 


few broken heads it 'vfa's'found none 
of the Mexicans had sustained serious 
injuries. 


The disorder started early 
in

evening when a squad of soldiers in 
double column, marched down El Paso 
btrcct and declared they intended to 
"clean the street" of Mexicans.

and that the whole project involved an 
oullay of 171.000. He also claimed that 
Ihc new charter gave the citizens very 
distinct rights of appeal from the ac- 
tion of the municipal council in such 
matters.

Germany's triumphant march through 


Belgium, which was brought lo a hall 
at Ihe Ms me after a month's reverses 
on the part of the allies, was the sec- 


ond subject {rented. 
At the outbreak 


of tho conflict the allied armies were 
not as amply prepared as the German 
regiments and lacked the military or- 
ganization ami 
heavy 
artillery pos- 


sessed by the enemy. The allies were 
also 
outnumbered and consequently 


nothing but a well 
executed retreat 


made possible by the, heroic fighting by 
the Belgian armies was the record of 
the first month's flgMlnff. With the sit- 
uation thus, a strong defensive lino was 
drawn up between Paris and Vordun 
anrt there the advancing German invad- 
ers met a superior foe. The advance 
ot the enemy was seriously impeded hy 
counter attacks and during the delay 
new army organization work was

Capt. McDonald, appearing for the city, 
argued that the provisions of the char- 
ter had been complied with and In as- 
much as the petition had not been 
filed within ten days after the passage 
of the order, the city clerk was not 
required to issue a certificate of suf- 
ficiency or Insufficiency upon the peti- 
tion for a referendum.

Rev. Fr. Denizot O.M.I 


Discussed Phases of 
the Conflict 


Rev. Ohnrles Denizot, O.M.I., D.D.. of 


St. Joseph's parish gave an interesting 
talk on the European war at the re- 
inion of St. Joseph's college alumni at 
ho college hall in Merrimack street. 
L'hcre were about one hundred former 
students of the college present. 


Father Denizot during the course of 


ils remarks outlined threo important 
'eatures of the scruggle, namely: imme- 
diate and distant causes of the war; 
:he cause of allied reverses in the first 
nonth and why tho war has developed 
,nto trench warfare, 
lie referred to 


German's commercial strife with Eng- 
land, and said that the assassination 
of Archduke Ferdinand, heir to the Aus- 
.rlan throne, was readily conceded as 
.he cause or the pretext tor the war. 


Germany's triumphant march through 


Belgium, which was brought to a halt 
at the Marne after a month's reverses 
on the part of the allies, was the sec- 


ond subject treated. 
At the outbreak 


of tho conflict the allied armies were 
not as amply prepared as the German 
regiments and lacked the military or- 
ganization and heavy 
artillery pos- 


sessed by tha enemy. 
The allies were 
also 
outnumbered 
and 
consequently 


nothing but a well 
executed retreat 


made possible by the heroic fighting by 
the Belgian armies was the record of 
the first month's fighting. With the sit- 
uation thus, a strong defensive line was 
drawn up between Paris and Verdun 
and there tho advancing German invad- 
ers met a superior foe. The advance 
of the enemy was seriously Impeded by 
counter attacks and during the delay 
new, army organization work was in 
progress. 
When the chosen line had 


been reached by the Invaders the of- 
fensiv was assumed and then the great 
victory of the war was won—the .Marne. 
This was due directly 
to the delays 


brought upon the enemy by consistent 
counter attacks and at the same time 
the rapid reinforcement of the armies 
on a new nnd well chosen front. 


The third anrt final topic ably treated 


was the resort to "war In the trcnohes." 
It is an elementary principle of war- 
faro to pounce upon the enemy in su- 
perior numbers from an advantageous 
position nnd throw tho foe into retreat. 
This tho allies have- been unable to ac- 
complish, being ''• outnumbered, and on 
account of other difficulties experienced. 
Under such 
conditions 
trenches have 


been resorted to and the situation at 
the western front may now be rightly 
termed a deadlock. At (be present time 
mammoth preparations are under 
for a 
general 
reinforcement at the 


western front, and In the spring, with 
he arrival of better fighting conditions 
tho decisive blow of tho war will h» 
struck, tho spe.xker said.
